‘We mentioned in last eveﬂing;s news that
Jacob Sloughdecker, a United States inter-
nal revenue officer, was examined before the
Mavor on the charge of assaulting his wife
with intent toeommitmurder. .J Slough-
decker is quite a young man, and his wife
was a pretty young woman.

They subseqently
turned up in Mobile, since which time they
have repeatedly been befere the Mayor's
court and justices of the peace for difficulties
growing out of their relationship ashushand
and wife.

About five or six weeks ago Sloughdecker
had another quarrel with his wife, and took
the child away from her. She cansed his
arrest on the charge with intent to kill, and
had him put under bond of five hundred dol-
lars to keép the peace.

A few nights ago Sloughdecker went down
to the Frasecati, and met his wife there in
company with a young man, On the day fol-
lowing he addressed her a note requesting an
interview with her on Friday might at his
room in Dauphin street. At the hour des-
ignated, Mrs. Sloughdecker wentto the room,
but did not meet her husband. She walked
out and shertly afterward met him on the
publie square. This was about nine o'clock

him. They started through the square, com-
ing out at the gate leading up St. Joseph
street. The wife says that he hugged and
kissed her during the walk, and never seem-
ed to talk so sweet to heras on this occasion.
He told her that he had made up his mind
to bury the past and unite once more with
her in eternal love.

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The New Tax Bill

On Friday the President signed the new
tax bill and the Internal Revenue depart-
ment at once commenced comwplying with its
requircments.  We give a synopsis of its
chief points and mo-t inportant charges:

The tax on cotton is fixed at three cents
Gas Cowpanies are allowed to
add their tax to enstowers bills till April 30,
1867 Reapers, mowers; threshing machines,
and grain seperators remain on the free list

The incowe tax is allowed to stand as in
the existing law, except that persons reésid-
ing abroad and doing business here will be

dents.  The exemption remains at $600. —.
Any change could not effeet the returns of
last year, and as the next sessionof Congress
conciudes before the year's returns are re:
| quired to be made, a change, ifadvisable, can
be made at that session.

Railroads, ferries, toll-bridges, &e., are al-
Jlowed to add the tax to the rates of fure till
the end of next April, and wkile street rail-
ways can increase their single fare<one cent
to cover the tax a proviso requiresthat they
shall sell tickets by the package withonly the
exact tax added to the regular rate;

The tax of one-tenth of one per cent on all
| anetion sales is agreed to , the tax on ready
made elothing is fixed at two per cent; and
tailors, milliners, shoemakers, &e., are to be
excmpt from tax, as in House bill, when
their work, exclusive of materials, does not
exceed £1,000 anmually ; cofdage, rope and
cable made of vegetable fibre are put on the
free list.
